A LIVELY BLAZE. 


Store House and Barn Burned ana a 


Business Block Threatened. 


At about half-past six o'clock last 


evening a fire was discovered in a 
wooden structure at the rear of Iver- 
son's block. The north end of the 
structure has been used as a dyeing 
room by W. F. Nielson, proprietor of 
the steam dye works, while a room in 
the center and the loft above was 
used as a store-house by the owner, J. 
Iverson. The greater part of the 
building was used by Gerdes & Breit- 
enstein, the grocers, it being just in 
the rear and connected to their store, 
and therein they had a quantity of 
feed, provisions and unpacked goods. 
The flrc- caught from a chimney in 
the dye works, there being a defect in 
the same, and it communicated to 
the wall against which it stood, mak- 
ing rapid progress. Both fire com- 
panies responded promptly to the 
alarm, getting the flre under control 
almost as soon as they could get it 
rightly located, but there was some 
delay in this owing to the necessity of 
carrying the hose through 
alleys. 


Fortunately there was very little 
wind at the time, or the flre would 
have been far more disastrous.

Neilson saved all the goods in his dye 
room. 
To the rear of the ware-house 


was Mr. Iverson's barn, and this was 
also badly damaged. 
He bad an in- 


surance of $200 on the ware-house 
and $300 on the barn and contents, 
with Buckingham & Engberry and G. 
E. Oster, but the loss on the first is 
more than the insurance. Gerdes & 
Breitenstein carried an insurance of 
$200 on the stock that was damaged 
or destroyed, which will about cover 
the same.

B. P. was not in good shape for trot- 
ting, but it is admitted that he would 
have won only for a mistake on the 
part of his driver. He lost the first 
heat on account of breaking, the driv- 
ers of the other horses being deter- 
mined to tire him out by scoring. 
He took the next two heats, however, 
in 2:143 and 2:14}. 
In the fourth 


heat he was doing excellent work 
and leading nicely. 
Just before 


reaching the wire, when he had 
everything his own way, without an 
effort toward the last, Loomis turned 
part way around in his seat and saw 
two of the other five contestants com- 
ing for him at a rapid stride. 
Giving 


the Stevens Point colt a smart crack 
with his whip, the leader made a 
break and did not recover, passing 
under the wire neck and neck with 
Limonero, to whom the heat was 
awarded in 2:15|. 
The next two 


heats were won by Limonero, B. B. 
P. making breaks in each owing to 
the fact that he was tired out and not 
in a condition to contest in so long a 
race. B. B. P. will arrive here today 
or tomorrow, in care of Ed. McCarr, 
who has been with him during the 
season, and will be kept here during 
the winter. 


At the Central City Iron "Works. 


R. A. Cook has entered into a con- 


tract with W. W. Mitchell to furnish 
the latter a new 100-horse power 
boiler and an Atlas automatic engine 
for his feed mill at the foot of Main 
street. Mr. Cook will also matce the 
necessary boiler fronts, grate bars, 
trimmings, etc., as well as a 60 foot 
smoke stack, 40 inches in diameter. 
The improvements will cost nearly 
$2,000. The Central City Iron Works, 
of which Mr. Cook is proprietor, have 
also turned out the columns, plates, 
beams, etc., for V. P. Atwell's and 
Miss Flora Tack's new store buildings 
on Strong's avenue. An order has 
just been received by these works for 
the making of about a dozen columns, 
each averaging a ton in weight, to be 
used In the Nekoosa paper mill, below 
Ceutralia. This order was given by 
the Cumberland Mfg. Co., of Boston, 
who have taken the contract for put- 
ting in an extensive filtering plant in 
the new mill. Mr. Cook has engaged 
several additional men within the 
past few days, and the prospects are 
that he will have to increase the force 
still more before Nov. 1st. Railroad 
work is picking up wonderfully, thebe 
works having turned out more cast- 
ings for the Central company within 
the past few weeks than at any given 
time in a year previous. 


Died Laat Thursday. 


After an illness of four or five years 


with kidney disease, Benj. C. Clark 
passed away at his home on Elk 
street, near the Central depot, last 
Thursday night. 
The deceased was 


born at Pottsdam, N. Y., Feb. Ifi, 
1853, and was therefore in the 42d 
year of his age.

In opening his address, Mr. Rankin 
admitted that be had been making a 
business of political speaking for 
fifteen years. 
He said he took part 


1C the funeral of his party, at Mil- 
wtlukee, two years ago in November, 
b«t didn't expect to do so this year. 
Hp will probably leave the state 
bfjore the 6th of the coming month, 
bfft did not say this. 
The first part 


ofs^he sp'eech was devoted to a tirade 
against President Cleveland, who he 
sail would leave the White House 
with less respect than any other 
Democratic president, not excepting 
Jai. Buchanan. Of course there is a 
difference of opinion on this question, 
as;well as on all others that Mr. 
Ratikin introduced during his talk of 
thigse hours. 
But 
why mention 


Democratic Presidents? 
Would it 


hate been as well for the speaker to 
include all parties, even his own, in 


sf* sarcastic 
denunciation? 
Un- 


questionably not. A tariff for rev- 
enueonly, the speaker said, is prac- 
tically free trade, absolute free trade 
being impossible. 
A sufficient rev- 


enue to carry on all branches of the 
government, erect government build- 
ings where needed, pay pensioners, 
maintain and improve our army and 
navy, etc., etc., is all that is needed, 
and, high enough for the average 
Democrat and citizen, notwithstand- 
ing all bugbear arguments that may 
be made to the 
contrary. 
The 


south came in for its usual scoring 
during Mr. Rankin's speech, and that 
portion of the country, was charged 
with being the cat that wagsDemocrat- 
ic tails in the north, east and west.

Johnny Davenport system as it were, 
and his ideas seemed to meet with 
some favor among the audience. The 
reduction of tariff on potatoes from 
25 to 15 cents was 
referred 
to, 


evidently with a view of making far- 
mers believe that their crop would 
bring the difference if the reduction 
had not been made. Past experience, 
however, when they sold from 8 to 
15 cents, with a 25 cent tariff, has 
taught them different. 
The speaker 


concluded his three hours talk by 
referring to the congressional and 
state nominees, but said that he was 
not sufficiently familiar to talk upon 
state issues. 
This is a subject that 


Republican campaign orators seem to 
touch lightly upon this fall.

And the New Electric Street Oar Line 


Will bo Built According to the 


Franchise Granted. 


A bond for two thousand dollars, 


with the Stevens Point Lighting Co., 
by Jas. F. Wiley, president, as princi- 
pal, 
and J. O. Raymond, Frank 


Wheelock, John Ball, Emmons Burr, 
M. E. Means and L. A. Pomeroy, as 
sureties, has been filed with the city 
clerk, to ensure the completion of one 
mile of street railway in the city of 
Stevens Point on or before Sept. 10th, 
1895, and three miles on or before 
Sept. 10th, 1896. A formal accept- 
ance of the franchise passed Aug. 7th 
last, has also been filed with City 
Clerk Rogers. 
The filing of these doc- 


uments removes all doubt as to the 
sincerity of the Lighting Co. in asking 
for the franchise, and before another 
year has passed one can drop a nickel 
in the slot and ride at least a mile 
over an electric streetcar line in Stev- 
ens Point. Work will be commenced 
on the new enterprise In the early 
spring, or as soon as the weather per- 
mits, and the road will be equipped 
with the best and most modern con- 
veniences throughout. This is prom- 
ised by the projectors, and as they 
have thus far carried out tjheir agree- 
ment to the letter, and are now In a 
position where it would be next to im- 
possible to stop, or even put off beyond 
the appointed time, success is assured.

who held up a Southern Pacific overland 
train a few miles west of Sacramento, late 
Thursday night, and looted the Wells- 
Kargo company express car, secured over 
150,000. Thoy ect-ni to have eluded the of- 
ficers and escaped with their plunder, 
which was nearly all in gold, and conse- 
quently a heavy burden. 
Beyond the 


mere supposition that the bandits are rail- 
way men who have been In the employ of 
the Southern Pacific—and the supposition 
is bused only on their apparent familiarity 
with railway methods and their ability to 
luecessfully 
handle 
A locomotive—the 


pursuing officials have very little to work 
upon. The astounding success of the hold- 
up was not known until this writing. 
Earlier reports of tile robbery gave the 
amount of money taken at 11,500. 


Big Reward for the Robber*. 


When inquiries were made at the gen • 


iral offices of the Wells Fargo company in 
ibis city, Manager Cooper declined to state 
how much plunder the. robbers secured, 
Jeclarlng that it was simply a matter be- 
tween the express company and the con- 
llgnees of the treasure. He refused posi- 
tively to give any information to the point. 
The truth came out, however, when the 
Southern Pacific issued a circular offering 
»reward of $10,000 for the arrest of the 
two robbers and the recovery of the plun- 
der. In this circular it is stated the 
bandits plundered the express car of over 
160,000 in gold. The circular announces 
that the Southern Pacific company and 
the Wells Fargo company will pay *2,500 
for the capture of each robber and 45,000 
[or the recovery of the money or a pro- 
portionate amount for any part of the 
whole. 


Detail* of the Robbery. 


Details of this robbery show it to have 


Deen well planned by men who knew just 
ivhat they were about and who were de- 
termined that t little thing like dilling a 
man in cold blood should not interfere with 
their scheme. As soon as the train stopped 
ihe robbers covered the engineer and fire- 
man with guns and compelled them to ac- 
jompany them to the express* ear. Mes- 
lenger Jack Paige shot twice at the ban- 
dits and came near losing his life. The en- 
gineer and fireman called to Paige to open 
me door, as the train robbers were going 
HJ shoot them if he did not and were pre- 
pared to blow up the car with dynamite. 
He complied with their request and the 
robbers looted the car of gold, which they 
loaded on the locomotive and steamed 
iway In the 
direction of Sacramento, 


itarting the engine back "wild"- when 
they had done with it. 


The robbers waylaid the track walker 


on his tricycle about 9 o'clock, tied him 
band and foot, stole $5.50 and left him 
helpless at the side of the track. The track 
walker was just pulling out of Sheep 
camp and the overland was already In 
sight. With the track walker's lantern 
the robbers signaled No. 8 to stop. Scott 
slowed up, but did not come to a full stop 
until the explosion of dynamite bombs 
under the engine warned him that it was 
useless to proceed further. By this time 
the two robbers were on the engine. They 
sprang on from opposite sides of the track, 
»nd began shooting at once. The pas- 
sengers and train hands say quite a num- 
ber of shots were fired before anybody 
knew what it WHS all about. 


WAH a Case of Saving? I/lfe. 


Tho robbers forced the fireman to un- 


3ouple tho express car from the train and 
then run that much of the train about five 
miles before they stopped and went on 
with the robbery. The rest of tho train 
remuinod at ihecp camp in imminent 
peril of being telescoped by the Oregon 
train in the rear. When the captured 
cars were halted Engineer Scott and the 
fireman were marched back to the ex- 
press cur, where the robbers made a de- 
mand on Messenger Paige to open his 
ioor. He refused. 


"We'll shoot the engineer and fireman 


if you don't open in a hurry," said one 
of the robbers, the tallest of tho two,while 
the other masked man held two dynamite 
bombs up to view in the clear moonlight 
MM! threatened to blow the express car to 
pieces unless it was opened at once. 


Still Paige hesitated and some shots 


ivere fired through the gloss door at him, 
Dnc of which grazed his temple and filled 
It with broken bits o£ glass. Then the en- 
gineer called out to Paige to open the 
floor. "We're covered with guns and they 
will kill us if you don't open," said Scott 
Still Puige resisted and began to fire 
through the door, but his aim was wild, 
»nd again Scoit, in fear of his life, called 
Dn the messenger to open, saying that the 
robbers would surely blow him up unless 
he gave up. The messenger finally opened 
Ihe door. One robber then covered the 
messenger and the engineer and fireman 
with his ride while the other searched for 
loin. 


Fiu»ll-r Opened the Door. 


It was soon found. "I was about oxit of 


ammunition," said Messenger Paige, "and 
Scott was so badly frightened that I 
opened the door to save his life. I am sure 
they would have killed him If I had held 
back a moment longer." The engineer 
and fireman were ordered to jump into the 
car. Tho robbers followed them. Train 
No. 10 was close behind and tho bandits 
evidently knew that thoir time was pro 
clous. The engineer and fireman were 
made to carry the booty to the engine and 
deposit where directed. 


The robbers mounted tho engine and 


rode off, leaving the engineer and fireman 
behind. They wont down the read toward 
Sacramento and then they reversed the 
lever and sent the engine back to the 
stalled train. Low steam was all that pre- 
vented a smash-up us the result of this 
part of the game. Train No. 10, the Ore- 
gon express, came along and pushed the 
three detached sections of train No 3 into 
Sacramento, where they arrived at 13:30 
In tho morning. 


The detectives arc as yet without a clue 


to tho identity of the robbers, and it is 
not even known in what direction tho 
hand has fled. Thursday two strangers 
registered at tho Western hotel and were 
given a room in which they left overcoat* 
and overalls. They did not sleep in tho 
room, but next morning returned and 
claimed their property. They are said to 
answer the description of the robbers.

Apropos of the remarks of the Re- 


publican stump orator, Mr. ftankln, 
ast Monday evening, the following is 
submitted with reference to the "bal- 
ance of trade" bugbear. 
Hankin de- 


ightcd in startling figures based on 
this branch of the tariff controversy, 
and drew still more startling deduc- 
tions therefrom. 
For instance he 


juoted the statistics of total exports 
and imports, and called the difference 
the "balance of trade," which was 
paid for in gold : that the balance 
las been with us for 19 years under 
protection, and that we sold to foreign 
countries two billions of dollars worth 
more than we bought. 
Of course, If 


this difference was paid us it would 
have placed our financial system on a 
sound basis, and we could not have 
xported more gold than we imported. 
But the fact that we bad exported an 
excess of gold during tbe same period, 
apparently nonplused the speaker, and 
he accounted for that by stating that 
the two billion was paid back to us 
by the debts and payments we owed 
foreign investors and that even after 
that we were compelled to send a sur- 
plus to cover the deficit owing by us. 


This is all rank nonsense and very 


misleading, but evidently serves the 
purpose of the campaign orator and 
Inspires awe in the hearts of his hear- 
ers as well as forming a basis for first- 
class republican campaign literature. 
But the fact is that the "balance of 
trade" figures in our national statis- 
tics are wholly unreliable, have long 
been discarded by the best investiga- 
tors of both parties, as serving no 
basis whatever for any reliable con- 
lusions. 
Does anyone believe that 


foreigners have paid us $2,000,000,000 
in gold, in the past 19 years, tor our 
exports, in excess of what we paid 
them ? 
No. 
In that time our ex- 


ports have been larger than imports 
on the face of the returns, simply be- 
cause the imports are greatly under- 
valued at foreign ports in order to es- 
cape the duty. 
This Is an admitted 


and persistent and well known evil. 
Our statistics are based on such re- 
turns. The value of our imports and 
amounts paid therefore are not known. 


For instance, although the seeming 


balance has been in our favor for the 
the past 19 years to the extent of two 
billions, yet the excess of our exports 
of gold during that period is $163,- 
000,000. In 1887 the balance of trade 
was with us $24,000,000, and we also 
imported an excess of $33,000.000 In 
gold. The foreigners paid us $57,000,- 
000. 
If these figures are still to be 


reconciled by our Republican brethern 
how is it that in the year before, (1880), 
we exported an excess of gold to the 
amount of §22,000,000, and yet the 
balance of trade was with us to the 
extent of $44,000,000. 
The condi- 


tions of foreign investment must have 
been the same in '86 and '87. 
In 


1558 the balance of trade was against 
us 928,000,000, and in 1889 about ,?;!,- 
000,000, yet in the first year there wai 
imported into this country $25,000,- 
000 in gold, in excess of exports, ant 
in tile second year, when the balance 
against us was small, we actually ex- 
ported gold to the extent of $4!>,000,- 
000 in excess. 


Hut if our Republican friends desire 


a few statistics that will interest them 
and at the .same time arc anxious for 
the tntr cause of the financial panic 
that ensued in the spring of 1893, we 
will submit that during the four years 
of Cleveland's administration, the ox- 
ports of gold exceeded the imports but 
once; in the other 3 years the imports 
exceeded the exports by $18,000,000, 
$33,000,000 and §25,000,000. Assoou 
as Harrison took the reins of govern- 
ment, the balance began on the other 
side of the ledger and remained their. 
In ]889-90-91-92 there was an annual 
excess of exports of gold, in all amount- 
ing to about $122,000,000. 
In JS'Jl 


the excess was $08,000,000 exceeding 
all former years. 
Hut the exports of 


gold during thesummerof 1892, when 
Harrison was president, was territlc, 
and exceeded all former experiences. 
Cleveland was inaugurated again in 
March, 1893, and the excess of gold 
exports over imports from that time 
until Junf, JS!>4,fdl to $4,500,000. 


No country like ours, having a sim- 


ilar monetary system could have with- 
stood the steady output of gold that 
commenced when Harrison was inaug- 
urated and continued with unabated 
forceduring his administration. With 
a treasury looted and a monetary sys- 
tem shaken, we entered on the cam- 
paign of 1892. The bacilli that breeds 
financial pestilence was with us and 
the inevitable result would have been 
experienced whether Cleveland or Har- 
rison had been elected.

It is rather startling to the ordinary 


mind to bo told that photographs can bo 
taken without tlio assistance of light. 
Photography has always been so associat- 
ed with the action of the sun's rays and 
bright lights that a new departure in tho 
direction of similar results produced by 
ether waves set up by tho working of on 
electrical machine is a germ I no surprise. 
A scientist, however, gives tho following 
facts: "Lay a coin, like a half dollar, on a 
plate of glass, and let a few sparks from 
an electric machine fall upon it. Remove I 
the coin, and tho glass surface will not 
appear to have bepn affected, but if it bo 
breathed on tho image of tho coin will at 
once bo seen. That it is really engraved ( 
upon tho glass is evident, for It will not 
easily rub off. If a piece of photographic 
paper take tho place of tho glass, it will 
have the Imprint of the coin made upon , 
It. It Is not needful to have tho sparks ! 
fall upon tho coin, for if it bo inclosed In 
a dark box and brought near to an electric 
machine having short sparks passing Iw- , 
twecn its knnbs tho ether waves set up by 
the latter will bo short enough to affect 
the photographic surface, which may bo 
developed afterward in tho ordinary way." 
Tho Idea Is new, but practical and suscep- 
tible of great development and utility.—

For inuny years past the 


couple havo boon ongnged in the danger- 
ous vocation of capturing snakes and either 
converting them into oil or making pets 
of tho reptiles and then disposing of them 
to shows and museums. 


Upon invitation of Mr. Allen a reporter 


crossed thu high levin), and walking gin- 
gerly over tho gangplank entered tho float- 
ing residence of tho serpent charmers, and 
Mated upon tho top of a high stool listen- 
ad to an Interesting and graphic descrip- 
tion of snake* in general nnd upon the 
means and methods pursued by Senor 
Allen and his wife in making captives 
and pets of these reptiles. Mr. Allen and 
his wife sell the snakes to universities and 
to manufacturer* for their skins. This is 
their business, and they make a living 07 
It. 
. Mr. Allen prefaced his remarks by say- 
Ing that of all the snakes to be found in j 
the United States but three of the families | 
of the reptiles could properly bo classed i 
as "t'ciidly." "Yet," said the catcher, 
"those families comprise about 83 species, 
distributed as follows: Rattlesnake, 7; 
oottonmouths, 8; copperheads, 17, tho two 
latter being moccasins and dwellers in 
swamps and low places. 
Of course then 


are many snakes which possess the power 
of injecting irritating poisons into the 
blood of the persons they bite, but the 
wound, while painful, is not fatal. Now, 
I have been bitten eight times by snake* 
belonging to the classes or families men- 
tioned. Yet, while these reptiles are ex- 
tremely dangerous to life, I am here yet. 
I don't profess to consider the matter of 
being bitten by a rattler or a cotton mouth 
an event to bo treated lightly, for I have 
seen too many persons die from this cause. 


"Some month* ago up the river I had 


been handling a batch of snakes, and 
when 1 finished I placed them in their box. 
One of the largo rattlers raised his head, 
and as I thrust him down, why, as quick 
as flash, be drew back his head, and be- 
fore I could withdraw my hand he had 
pierced the back with both fangs, the teeth 
going in up to the gums. 


•'That was a bod bite," said the don, 


"and I suffered greatly for several hours. 
My wife was present at the time, and when 
the thing occurred she grasped my hand, 
and placing the wounded part in her 
mouth sucked a portion of the venom 
therefrom. ' ' 


"Were you ever bitten f" queried the re- 


porter, turning to Mrs. Allen, who, by 
the way, Is an extremely Intelligent and 
comely woman. 


"Only onco," answered the lady. 
"I 


have been accustomed for many years to 
handle snakes, and I have never hmi the 
slightest fear. Yet I am always careful 
not to anger the reptiles or treat them 
any wny but gently. 
"""Not so very long ago a number of 
gentlemen came to the boat and requested 
me to show them my pets. I was glad to 
do so and exhibited them for a short time, 
dwelling upon their virtues and praising 
their intelligence. I always train one snake 
at least to kiss me when I tell It to, and 
tho snake on this occasion was n cotton- 
mouth. I told It to kiss mo, which it did, 
but it suddenly darted its head against in y 
face, not in love, I tell you, for Its fangs 
struck my nose, piercing tho curtilage 
clear Into the nostrils, causing it to bleed 
Inside. 


"I called to my husband that I was bit- 


ten, and he hastened to apply the reme- 
dies. 
In ten minutes, however, my eyes 


were closed and face badly swollen. 
Doo- 


tors were sent for, but my husband did 
all tho doctoring, and, although I was 
very sick, I pulled through." 


"The peculiarity of tho poisons, " chimed 


in the don, "Is that the venom of a rattle- 
snake acts on the blood, that of tho cop- 
perhead on the nervous system, nnd the 
poison of the cottonmouth paralyzes the 
nerve centers and the heart. 


"My plan of capture is extremely sim- 


ple. 
All snakes, just before they spring 


away upon tho approach of man, hesitate 
for a moment and lie perfectly still. This 
Is my opportunity, and I gnisp it, and nlno 
times out of ten his smtkeshlp as well. 
Practice makes perfect, nnd I have been 
at it a long time. A rattlesnake when 
pursued coils and Is ready to defend him- 
self. I flip a stone or small piece of stick 
at him. He uncoils and starts off, but be- 
fore he can again coil I havo him back of 
the neck. 


"No, I use no stick. Nothing but my 


hands. 


"You may laugh, too, when I tell you 


that our snake lore teaches us not to hunt 
when tho wind Is in tho northwest. If 
wo do, we find no snakes. Again, the signs 
of the zodiac govern. When the fishes are 
In the ascendant, we find snakes, and lots 
of them. 
The principal seasons of the 


year for us are spring and fall. The snakes 
are then fat and produce lots of oil. 


"And now that wo have spoken to 


much about snakes I'll show you some," 
•aid Mrs. Allen. 


Suiting the action to tho word, she open- 


ed a box lying near, and thrusting her 
hand into the aperture brought out sev- 
eral klngsnakes. 
' ' These arc perfectly harmless, ' ' said tho 


lady, "and being almost ready to shed 
their skins are nearly blind." 


After letting the reptile* squirm about 


and thrust tnelr black tongues against 
her face and neck she unwound their folds 
from about her and placed them in their 
box. ''Theso are not quite so pretty or 
innocent," Mrs. Allen remtirkcd as *he 
drew back the cover of another box and 
exposed to tho gazo of tho reporter a mas* 
of sluggish, rusty, squirming snakes, with 
tongues rapidly forking and heads sway- 
Ing to and fro. Many of their eyes were 
blue and blind, like those of tho king- 
snakes, they, too, being about to drop 
their skin. 


"Here Is a water python," picking up 


a large, hideous monster, who curved his 
ugly neck and looked into her faro as if 
asking, "What next?" In a moment more 
the lady had he* bands filled with snakes, 
which did not scorn to mind it in the least. 


I Python*, stinging adders, yellow mouth-

soma 4,500,000 people—and one so'valua- 
ble should be so llttlo known to Euro- 
peans. 
Tho main reason Is that the low- 


lands are hot almost beyond endurance 
and notorious even among, tropical coun- 
tries for their deadly .-vers and general 
unhenlthfulnes*. 
They are as fatal to na- 


tives of the Interior as to Europeans, and 
there U one- considerable valley to which 
the Hovas scud persons convicted of capi- 
tal crimes, a few months' residence there 
making death certain. Only a few miles 
from the eastern coast, however, the 
mountain climate Is salubrious. 


The French soom more unfitted for colo- 


nization and for dealing with colonies 
than any other Europeans. 
They have 


been unfortunate every where and especial- 
ly so In tho far east. 
Once they rivaled 


the English In India, but lost everything 
there. They ruled the Mauritius so long 
that their language became the vernacu- 
lar. 


It was known as tho isle of-France, but 


In 1810 the British took It, and It Is now 
a crown colony. The little Island of Re- 
union, between Madagascar and the Mau- 
ritius, Is all that is left to France. It Is 
the most delightful for residence of all the 
Islands In that ocean and Is extremely fer- 
tile, yet France has not made It profitable. 


Madagascar, lying 500 miles west of tho 


Mauritius, is apparently tho last chance 
for tho French in that part of tho -world, 
and their iirst settlement on the Island was 
in 1042, but after n destructive war 
with tho natives they abandoned the coun- 
try till 1745. 


It woo In 1500 that tho Portuguese dis- 


covered Madagascar, and In 11544 tho Eng- 
lish established a military post on the low- 
er coast, but tho soldiers died faster than 
tho survivors could bury thorn, and thu 
fever stricken remnant fled. Karly in this 
century, however, British traders and mis- 
sionaries got a foothold where they could 
live. The Bible was translated into the 
language of tho ruling race, and many 
thousands wore converted. The Hovas in- 
habiting tho kingdom of Emerlna, aided 
by British weapons, soon became the dom- 
inant race and ubolitihcd infanticide and 
other cruel customs. In 1828, however, 
Kanayalona became queen, reverted to 
Idolatry, and a dreadful persecution of 
Christians followed. 
Tho kingdom had 


almost relapsed to complete barbarism 
when she died In 1801, and her son, Rada- 
ma II, restored Christianity. 


In tho period of reaction the French and 


English were driven out, so in 1846 their 
combined fleets bombarded and destroyed 
Tumutave, but their troops could not pen- 
etrate the country. In ISIiiJ King Raduina 
was murdered, and his sister. Rasohurlna, 
succeeded. She was soon succeeded by an- 
other queen, and she by the present ruler. 
At and near the capital there has been 
wonderful progress. Three printing presses 
have been established at the capital and 
about 150,000 Bibles, tracts and small 
books printed In the Ilovn tongue. There 
•re '800,000 nominal Christians and 150 
schools. 
In 1853 the French regained a 


footing and have extended their power till 
they now declare their intention to estab- 
lish a protectorate over the whole Island, 
take charge of its foreign affairs, establish 
military posts and maintain order. 


Early last year two Americans and a 


French companion were murdered by some 
Hovas In the Interior, and the French 
charged that It was duo to English In- 
trigues. Soon after an embassy came to 
Washington, and a treaty was made by 
which Americans acquired the right* of 
trade and residence, from which Euro- 
pean statesmen conclude that the United 
States will take a hand in settling the 
question. Tho Hovas seem bent on war 
and have an army of 20,000 men fairly 
equipped with European arms. The French 
think that 5,000 of their soldiers will bo 
sufficient to subdue the whole Island, but 
fighting In the lowlands can only be done 
by them In tho coolest months. 


The last of the aborigines of Madagas- 


car wcro exterminated centuries ago, and 
the present Inhabitants are of Matny stock 
on the cast and African on the west and 
south. The latter are known In a general 
way as Malagasy and arc heathen of tho 
lowest sort. It Is not easy to define the 
exact limits of the Hovas' rule, but as to 
foreigners their government Is tho only 
one on the island. Queen Ranavalona III 
was crowned Nov. 23, 1883, and rule* 
through a prime minister, who, while be 
holds office, Is cx-officio her husband. She 
became greatly attached to a white man 
who made Ice cream, of which she is very 
fond, and when tho prime minister droY» 
him out of the Island tho queen was quit* 
heartbroken. Tho French said that Mil 
the government needed was a box office 
and ticket taker to become a comic opera.
